In employing science in altimate subser- 
vience to Christianty, there can beno doubt 
but that all the enlightened friends of ed- 
ucation agree ; but that both’ Heathen 
Teachers and Heathen Books may be em- 
ployed, nnder due restrictions to gteat ad- 
vantage, appears to be the prevailing con- 
viction among able and piows men. We 
bring, however, the different opinions on 
this important subject before our Readers. 
Time & experience will decide the matter. 

In the mean while, numbers of Benevo- 
lent Persons may lend assistance and coun- 
tenance tothe direct and immediate ob- 


ject of Education ; and indeed they do this 


on a large scale : while the endeavor. af- 
ter the ultimate and higher end may be 
left to the wisdom and zeal of Christian 
Bodies or Individuals.

by education will be refined and perpet- 
uated, only im proportion as the mind is 
brought to refer all its feelings and actions 
ta the will and aythority of the Supreme 
Judge. And it is degrading to stop short 
of this object in education; for it implies 
that the grandeur aad responsibility of an 
Immortal Being are lost sight of in the pet- 
ty considerations of this fleeting world. 

Yet there is an intermediate object to 
be pursued in native education, in order 
to this ultimate end. On this subject the 
Baptist Missionaries write : 

“It is of some value to form a just idea 
of the design of schools, in a country like 
this. ‘They are neither expected, nor spe- 
cifically intended, to convert the natives : 
their only object (that is, their only direct 
and immediate object) is,that of capacitat- 
ing them, by instruction in their childhdod, 
to see things just as they are when their un- 
derstandings are matured.”

‘On the 26th August, 1816, I landed at 
Madras; and, after spending two of the 
most eventful years of my life in it, | was 
compelled to depart. It was a weeping 
day. Nature struggled at the separation, 
but the Lord strengthened us. Several of 
the missionaries were there. I kneeled 
down and prayed with them all, vag 
we ed, expecting to see each other's 
eae more. , blessed Saviour, grant 
that we may meet in heaven. ; 

* August 20, 1818, Pb began mf journey, 
and Sept. 20 I arrived here, after travel- 
ling full 500 miles in a palanquip ; and 
though | was weak, and many times expo- 
sed to a burning sun, and cold wet nights, 
yet goodness and mercy: followed me all 
my journey through. ~ .

This is @ huge mission ; and the good man 
would sink under its numerous cares were 
it not for the assistance which he receives 
from the native priests. 

‘From Tanjore I passed on to Trichino- 
poly, where the venerable Pohle lately 
died. 1 preached in the mission church to 
about thirty persons, and left books also 
with the clerk to form a little circulating 
library. 

‘I next came to Palamcottah, where I 
found the excellent Col. ‘Trotter ready to 
afford me a hearty welcome. Prom thence 
I proceeded to this place, where I foand 
my dear brother Mead, & his little moth- 
erless babe, in perfect health, and in the 
enjoyment of many mercies. The place 
is beautiful for situation, cool and healthy, 
and the prospects of future usefulness are 
beyond any thing I have seen or heard of. 

‘I bless God, that every day sinte my 
arrival my health has wonderfully improv- 
ed, so that now [ can attend to my work 
with ease and pleasure ; and I trust many 
years of active and important service are 
yet in reserve for me. I shall not think 
of returning to Madras again, to take up 
my residence, as it would léok like tempt- 
ing Providence after I had been repeated- 
ly ordered away by the-doctors. This 
place appears suited to ‘my constitution, 
and I encourage ‘the fhépé that ‘the Lord 
wil suit me to the place and the people. 


‘We have no less than ten congrega- 


tions, old and new, belohging to the mis-| 


sion, with a church and school attached 
to several of them, and preparations going 
forward to establish a catechist and school- 
master in many of the surrounding villages. 
Since Mr. Mead’s arrival here, there has 
been a great stir among the people, and 
hundreds have renounced idolatry, and put 
themselves ander his care and instruction. 
Their penates are thrown ont of doors. 
They attend Christian worship on the 
Lord’s day, and, what is very remarkable 
they all voluntarily give a note-of-hand de- 
clarative’ of their renunciation of idolatry, 
and their determination to serve the True 
God.

Disaster ‘or JuccerndAvTn. 
On the 5th of July last, the drawing forth 
of Jaggernauth’s car took place. On these 
occasions he is drawn by ropes to the tein- 
ple of his brother Rudhabullubh, about two 
miles distant. He is then let down by 
ropes and carried into the temple... Here 
he stays eight days, to enjoy the society of 
his brother, during which time the influx. 
of worshippers is inimense. | On the ninth 
day, he is supposed to remount his car and 
return to his own temple. 

- But a sad mischance befel this ‘ Lord of 
the world, as his name means, when the 
car had beeg drawn but a small distance, 
the ground having become very soft by 
rain, the wheels of the ponderous machine 
stuck so fusi that it could not proceed. On 
the second day the people applied their 
shoulders to the ropes, but in vain; Jug- 
gernauth stuck fast in the mud. It was 
they suggested that nothing. but the pre- 
sence of his brother would induce Jugger- 
nauth tomove. Messengers were immedi- 
ately despatched, and the priests of Rad- 
habullabh, having bronght him a certain 
distance on their shoulders, stopped, say- 
ing that be refused to go any further; he 
never had gone further on any occasion ; 
nor would he deviate from his usual course. 
This, however, was a mere trick to get 
money ; and after much dispute they con- 
sented, for fifty rupees, to let him proceed. 
When arrived, pb ss st redoubling the 
efforts of the multitade, the car began to: 
move. This propitious event was.univer- 
sally asopibedsto the satisfaction of Jugger- 
‘nauth-en beholding his brother. After all, 
|however, he proceeded but a few yerds 
further, and again remained stationary. 

In two or three days the priests of Rad- 
habullubh’s temple began to feel the ef- 
fects of Juggernauth’s absence, aud the of- 
ferings fell off deplorably.

Although the substance that cov- 
ers Pompeia is light, yet the quantity is such that 
a century will not suilice for its removal. Hergu- 
lanedm was destroyed at the same time ; but if 
possible, in a more dreadful manner ; a torrent 
of liquid fire rushed suddenly from the mountain, 
and buried it one hundred feet below its surface. 
Thjs volcanic matter is equally hard with gra 
nite ; the excavations, are of course exceedingly 
limited, and have never been pursued ia any oth- 
erdirection, than where the wall was first sunk, 
that discovered the city. Such was tbe 
fortune, however, which directed the discoveries, 
that they feil immediately on.the theatre, rich in 
statués and monuments of art. : 

* We retutned té Naples, in the evening, and 
where the splendid theatre of San Carlo next a- 
wakened our astonishment with its enchantments 
and wonders. To cap the climax of rare and as- 
tonishing sights, the ever terrible Vesuvius, with 
the night, commenced throwing out a torrent of 
lava, reaching half way down its side ; the larg- 
est erraption that bas taken place for several 
years. We got on board at 1 o'clock, at night ;

out of the Bay by the light of nature’s light- 
house, streaming from that mountain, ‘* whose 
eternal fires forever glow.”
